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AMERICA’S 
GIFT 
TO KAISER 


Replica of the W ashington Monument 
to Von Steuben Unveiled In 
Potsdam. 


Berlin,—At Potsdam a replica of the 
statue erected In Washington to Gen. 
Baron von Steuben, the drillmaster of 
the American revolutionary army, was 
unveiled In the presence of representa­ 
tives of the United States and of Ger­ 
many. 
The American representatives 
were Congressman Bartholdt, of Mis- 
eouri, and Mr. Wolfram, of New York, 
who presented the statue to Emperor 
William on behalf of the people of the 
United States. 
After 
the 
Steuben 
statue was erected In Washington the 


Replica of Steuben Monument. 


Kaiser expressed a desire to have a 
replica of It and congress appropriated 
the necessary funds to carry out the 
emperor’s wish. The replica bears the 
following inscription; 
“Dedicated to the German emperor 
and the German nation by the con­ 
gress of the United States of America 
as a token cf unbroken friendship. 
This statue is a copy of the original 
memorial of Gen August Wilhelm von 
Steuben, born in 
Madgeburg, 
1730, 
died in the state of New York, 1794, 
erected in Washington In grateful rec­ 
ognition of his services rendered in 
the American nation’s war of Indepen­ 
dence.” 
Baron von Steuben, a Prussian army 
officer, was enlisted in the American 
cause through the efforts of Benjamin 
Franklin. 
The baron made a trained 
army of the disorganized American 
forces. 


BO RES HOLE THROUGH ROCK 


Sw irling Action of W ater and Stones 
in Age-Long Struggle Forms 
Channel at Niagara. 


Buffalo, N. Y.—After the ice which 
covered the northern hemisphere dur­ 
ing the glacial epoch had 
all 
melted 
there was left along the northern bor­ 
der of the United States those vast 
bodies of water now known 
as 
the 
great lakes. 
At first the flood of wa­ 
ter found an outlet down the Missis 
Sippi valley, according to those who 
have made this feature of our coun­ 
try a study, but later the flow changed 
to the Mohawk valley and finally to 
the St. Lawrence, that lordly river of 
the nor*h. 
Thus came about that world-famous 
fall—Niagara, whose beauties have de­ 
lighted admiring thousands each year 
since modern methods of travel made 
It easy of access. 
The descent from 


Queer Tunnel at Niagara Falls. 


Lake Erie to Ontario was steep and as 
the rushing water splashed downward 
over its new course it began to wear 
away the rocks underneath. 
Gradual­ 
ly a channel was formed which deep­ 
ened and slowly crept back year by 
year toward its present position, sev­ 
eral miles south of the starting point. 
' This wearing away process has done 
some curious things. 
The accompany­ 
ing illustration shows a natural tun­ 
nel bored by the water 
of 
Niagara 
river, which is about 12 m iles below 
the present location of the cataract. 
Nothing could more clearly show the 
retrogression that has 
taken 
place. 
Various theories are 
advanced 
con­ 
cerning the why and the wherefore, 
but It Is generally conceded that the 
tunnel was bored out by the swirling 
action of water and stones in an age­ 
long struggle with opposing forces.

Some months ago M. Nicholas Soy- 
er, chef of the celebrated Brooks’ 
club of London, announced the dis­ 
covery of a new system of cooking in 
paper bags which promises to revolu­ 
tionize cooking the world over. 
So 
great is popular interest iii the sub­ 
ject that Soyer is spending all his 
traveling up and down and across 
England conducting 
demonstrations 
of the new system. 
M. Soyer writes as follow: “I do 
not claim for the paper bag system 
of cookery that it can cook every­ 
thing. 
It is evident that tea must 
still he made in the teapot. Generally 
speaking, we may waive our claim to 
having mastered the difficulty with 
respect to soups, although I have 
made beef tea with excellent results. 
The following is a list of articles that 
may in the meantime be avoided: 
Soup (except beef tea), omelette, 
scrambled eggs, jam (ex cep tIn small 
quantities). Scotch kale, beans, cab­ 
bage, colliflower, broccoli, 
artichoke, 
macaroni or kindred Italian p a ste s.. 
The success of the system depends 
entirely upon how it is carried out. 
Some people have imagined that all 
that I urge amounts f$t a general use 
of the I jag in place of tile ordinary 
saucepan, without any attention to 
the conditions that are essential to 
good cooking. Good cooking requires 
time, care, attention to detail, taste 
and a temperature suited to the p a r­ 
ticular dish being cooked. 
While the 
paper bag system is labor and time 
saving, as well as affording more n u ­ 
tritive and appetizing effects than the 
present, it does not abrogate any of 
the rules that apply to efficient work 
at the kitchen table. 
A stew must he 
made up of the ingredients that con­ 
stitute a stew and proportioned to 
the number for whom it i> required.

'Specially prepared bags should he 
used. W ithout them the method can ­

It should be odorless and its purity a 
guaranty that nothing injurious can 
possibly be imparted from it to the 
food cooked in the bag. 
Before using the bags: 
1. 
Select one that “fits” the food 
intended to be cooked.

Grease slightly the inside of 
the bag, except in the ease of vege­ 
tables or when water is added. 
For 
beginners it is advisable. Butter, lard; 
or drippings may be used. 
3. 
When the food has been p re­ 
pared for the bag place the same on 
the table and lift the uppermost edge 
of the bag while you insert the con­ 
tents. 
4. 
Fold the mouth of the bag two 
or three times and fasten with a clip; 
strong wire paper clips obtainable at 
any stationer’s answer the purpose. 
It is desirable to fold the corners of 
the bag so as to secure as near as 
possible a hermetical closing. 
It may occasionally happen that a 
bag may leak, in which event it is not 
necessary that the food should be 
emptied and transferred to another 
bag.

MADERO’S ORDER 


Reyes Followers Given Short 


Shrill at Juarez. 


POLICY OF THE .“IRON HAND” 


The Orders W hich President Madera

Taken Place. 


El Paso, Tex.. Nov. 25.—Maderista 
soldiers from the Juarez garrison have 
drawn first blood along the border in 
the revolution which the followers of 
General Bernardo Reyes are making a 
desperate effort to foment. 
Two Reyistas captured near San Lo­ 
renzo, down the river from Juarez, 
were executed by a detachment of sol­ 
diers from the garrison in Juarez. The 
orders of the troops are to kill every 
man guilty of fomenting open rebell­ 
ion. 
The supposed Revistas had been ac­ 
tive on the Mexican side of the river 
between G uadalupe and San Lorenzo 
for more than a week. 
It is believed 
by the Mexican authorities that they 
were smuggling arms and ammunition 
across the river and were a part of an 
organized band of Reyistas on the 
Mexican side. 
At the time they were captured the 
men were returning from a ranch 
where they had just butchered a beef 
for food, and were enroute to their 
rendezvous near Guadalupe. 
Four 
other Mexicans suspected as having 
been active with the Reyista cause in 
the vicinity of Casas Orandes, wen* 
also shot by the soldiers of Madera at 
the Janes ranch near Casas Grandes, 
according to American ranchers from 
that section. 
The execution of the Reyistas is the 
beginning of the “iron hand” policy 
which Madera has decided to pursue 
in dealing with the counter revolution­ 
ists, a plan which he openly announced 
in an interview in Mexico City last 
week.
